THE DAWN OF PEACE. 



China Has Seat Plenipotentiaries to 
Japan to Arrange for a Settle- 
ment of Difference!. 



Details Not Known -Cessation of Hos- 
tilities Understood to Have 
Been Secured- 



London, Dac. 20.— Important despatches 
have been roceivod here to-night from 
Tokyo indicating clearly that practically 
tho -war between China and Japan has ond- 
od. Whatovor instruction have been con- 
voyed to the commanders of the reBpootivo 
military and naval forces from tho govern- 
ing powers of tho two empires, is not told 
in tbo advices, but assurances are given in 
quartors known to bo thoroughly cognizant 
of diplomatio aiTairB, that the Emperor 
of China has been prevailed upon to have 
commiBaionora sent to Japan, ond these en- 
voys have suoh power of concession as will 
without doubt onablo them to bring about 
an Immodiate und thorough end of hostili- 
ties. Tho details of their authority aro not 
given, but Iho presumption is not ignored in 
diplomatic (juartors that the concessions 
aBlted by the Japanese government have 
mot with tho acquicsconco of tho 
reigning powors of China. 

Tho Times correspondent in Kobe saya : 
"The Koroan government announces that 
tho Chinese will only bo allowed to reside 
at tho treaty porta." 

Tho Times' oorrespondont in Tien Tain 
telegraphs tho text of tho credentials given 
to Commioalonar Datriug, when ho started 
for Japan to oegotiote peaco. Tho creden- 
tials show that Dotring was accredited by Li 
Hung Chang, who was aoting upon tho Em- 
peror's inatructions. Princo Kung recalled 
Mr. Dotring upon learning from Mr. Denby, 
U. S. Minister, that Japan had accepted the 
mediation of tho United States. 

Washington, D d c. 20 —The late hour at 
whioh tho oablo ad»icoa from London were 
received in this city to night indicating at 
least a cessation of hostilities in tho field 
between China and Japan precluded a very 
thorough oanvass in diplomatio quorters as 
to the tenor of advioos received by tho 
oiEciala of foreign governments. While, 
however, some of the ambassadors 
wero courtoouflly willing to bo inter- 
viewed as to information received 
by them, no ono could Bay more than that 
tho latest advices in their possession would 
lead to tho hopes of a very early peace be- 
tween China and Japan. Direct questions 
aB to the subjoot matter of any advices they 
had recoived to-day wero evasively met ; 
but tho reticence v-as not so complete as to 
in any particular lessen tho importance of 
tho London dispatch showing the nearness 
of a peaceful solution of the question be- 
tween tho contending powors. 



SEALING CLAIMS SETTLEMENT, 

Secretary Gresham Reports to Congress on 
the Subject-Hopes That the Offer 
WW Be Aoeepted. 

WASHINGTON, D30. 20.— -Sooretary Gres- 
ham this afternoon furnished the house with 
full information touching the payments by 
tho United States to Great Britain of $425,- 
000 for damages growing out of the Bohring 
■ea controversy. In transmitting the papers 
to tho Speaker, Secrotary Grosham makes 
tho following explanation • " Tho Paris 
tribunal of arbitration held that the United 
States had no right of protection or pro- 
perty in the fur aeala in Behring 
sea outside tho ordinary three milo 
limit). Article 8 of tho convention 
of February 22, 1892, rooited that tho high 
contracting partiea had been unable to agree 
upon a roference which would include tho 
quostion of tho liability of each for the in- 
juries alleged to have boon sustained by tho 
other or by its oitizens, and that, being 
Bolicitoua that this subordinate queBtion 
should not interrupt or longer delay tho 
submission and determination of iho main 
questions, they had agroed that either may 
submit to tho arbitrators any quot- 
tion of fact with tho claims involvod 
and ask for a finding thereon, etc. Under 
thia articlo tho arbitrators unanimously 
found that a number of British sealing ves- 
sels were Beizad in Bohring «ea, and warned 
therefrom by crut8ors of tho United Ktatca, 
nn tho days and at the places in tho special 
finding mentioned, leaving for future deter- 
mination questions aa to the valuo of the 
aaid vessels or their contenta or eithor of 
them, and the question r.s to whother tho 
veasols mentioned in tho achedulo to tho 
British case or any of thorn were wholly or 
in part tho actual property of citizena of 
the United Statea. 

it tho plan of settlement rocommondod by 
tho President in his last annual message is 
not acceptable to Congress, tho remaining 
controverted questions must be dotormined 
either by the organization of a joint commis- 
sion or by negotiation between tho two 
goveriimonta. Experience haa shown that 
international commissions are Blow and ex- 
poneivo. Should such a courso bo rosortnd 
to, tho ovidonco will bo found moatly on tho 
Pacific Coaat widely ace.ttortd, and 
counsel will bo needed to ixaniino 
and cross-examino tho witneasea. Tho 
question of indirect or consequential 
damages having boen withdrawn from tho 
tribunal of arbitration, tho ponding cluims 
aro for Britiah vessels actually seized in 
Rehrlng eoa or warned out of it by cruisera 
of tho United Statea. It will appear from 
tho submitted correspondence that tho 
agreement to pay a lump asm of $425,060 in 
full settlement of all demands authorized to 
bo made undor tho treaty and award 
waB proposed by this government. 
The amount, howovcr, is consider- 
ably bolow tho damugoB claimed by 
Groat Britain and cxolusivo of interest 
for a number of years. If tills ogreomont 
does not rocelvo tho approval of Congrosa 
and tho disputed queatiorw aro submitted to 
an international commission, it is believed 
that tho amounta allowed, and tho cxpenBo 
of tho tribunal including witnesses and the 
taking of thoir teatlniouy will largely exceed 
§420,000. In viow of all tho facta and what 
may bo roaaonably oxpootod aa tho rosult of 
& commission tho undersigned submits that 
a prompt and final settlement of tho vexati- 
ous controversy by an appropriation of tho 
lump sum agroed upon is advisable.

SEIZURE SUSTAINED. 

The Admiralty Court Condemns tho American 
Tng "Grace" for Pishing Within 
Canadian Jurisdiction. 

Toronto, Deo. 20.— An important judg- 
ment was reodered.by Judge Macdougall in 
the district admiralty court to-day iu the 
notion by the Crown for the condemnation 
of the U.S. fishing tug Grace, of Dunkirk, 
N.Y., for violating the Canadian fisheries 
BOt. Tho tug was seized by the Do- 
minion government oruieor Dolphin last 
April, while fishing in British waters iu 
Lake Erie, about eight miles from Port Col- 
borno, without a Canadian license, and 
brought into Port Colborno and tied up. 
The owners of tho vessel denied any viola- 
tion of the fishery laws. Tho three mile 
limit Tfhich applies to ooean fiaheriee was 
urgod to apply to the lakcB also. 
Judge Macdougall delivered an 
olaborato judgment, deciding that 
tho law of nations recognlzea tho authority 
of a state to claim territorial righta in re- 
Bpect to so much of all inland lakes ub lies 
within it b conventional bordors, and that 
the tug Grace was fishing wholly within 
Canadian waters. Ho therefore gave judg- 
ment for the Crown with all costs ot the 
suit, declaring that tho tug, her tucklo, 
rigging, cargo and fishing apparatus bo for- 
feited to the Crown,

Ottawa, Dec, 20.— With roforencB to tho 
arrangements for the state funeral, it is un- 
derstood that aB H.M.S. Blenheim is ex- 
pected to arrive in Halifax on December 31, 
tho lying in stato will tako plaoo on Janu- 
ary 1 and tho interment the following day, 
The Governor-General has intimated his in- 
tention to be present, and in consequence 
of the wish expressed by Lady Thomp- 
son that the Countess of Aberdeen should 
be with her during the sad journey 
and at Halifax Her Ladyship will also be 
present. The government have placed an 
official car at Lady Thompson's disposal. 
The Governor-General and Lady Thompson 
are oxpeoted to leavo for Halifax on Friday 
next. At Halifax Lady Thompson will stay 
with her unolo who resides in that city. 
Lord and Lady Aberdeen will be tho guests 
of Lieut. Governor and Mrs. Daly. 

London, Doc. 20. — According to the offi- 
cial programme H M. Blenheim will dip her 
ensign immediately the funeral train bear- 
ing tho remains of Sir John Thompson 
steams on to the jetty. All the other Bhips 
in harbor will follow suit. It will be from 
the historic " Victory," Lord NelBon'a 
old flagship at the battle of Trafalgar and 
whioh only fireB BaluteB on very special 
ocousions, that twenty minute guns will be 
fired as the body is transferred to the 
Blenheim. All tho officers of the fleet will 
be invited to attend tho ceremony. The 
Blenheim will sail at 2 o'clock. 

Tho great bell of Westminster Abbey will 
bo tolled on Saturday in honor of the mem- 
ory of Sir John Thompson. 

KNIGHTS OF PYTHIAS. 

(Jcrman Knights Preparing to Break Away 
From the Order. 

Newakk, N. J., Dec. 20.— Officers of tho 
local Gorman ledgo of tho Knights of 
Pythias are in corroBpondonco with tho 
other German lodgeB throughout the coun- 
try looking to tho holding of a national con- 
ference for the purpose cf founding a now 
order similar to that of tho Knights, but 
to be composed exclusively of Ger- 
mans, and tho proceedings to bo 
tranaacted in tho German tonguo. 
Thia is an outcome of tho action of the Su- 
preme lodge in amonding ita constitution so 
aa to rtquiro all work in tho aubordinato 
lodgea to bo dono in the English language. 
Tho lodgo in quoation waa dealroua of ally- 
ing iLoolf with a now benoficiary society, and 
had made arrangementa accordingly to 
transfer its property and paraphornalia, but 
it was stopped by an injunction issued by 
Chancellor MoGill, and which oatabliehed a 
precedent. 

BRITAIN IN SAMOA. 

An Anti-English Campaign Anticipated In 
the German Reichstag. 

BERLIN, Doc. 20.— Tho Colonial party aro 
oalllng loudly for a Gorman prolootorato 
ovor Samoa. Thoy regard Robert Louis 
Stovenson's death ob tho romoval of 
ono of the chief obstacles in the 
way of German influence It ia ex- 
pected that tho debate in tho reiohstag 
on tho colonial ectimatea will bo utilized to 
inaugurate an anii English campaign in 
Samoan affairs. 

Twenty- one branchoa of tho colonial 
society have slgnod a petition asking that 
Samoa bo ploood undor tho solo portootion 
of Gormuny.

London, Doc. 20.— Tho Standard has a 
dispatch from Sydney, N.S.W., which givoa 
full details of the supposed discovery of tho 
roal Sir Roger Tiehborne, tho hoir to tho 
famous Tiohborno inhoritanoo case.

20 —A Guatemala 
speoial to Envoy Emilio Delon sayB that the 
dolay in his mission to Mexico was duo to 
Guatemala's negotiations with Honduras, 
Costa Rioa, Nicaragua and San Salvador to 
mako common causo with her ugainat Mor- 
ico, and to onablo him to pro;ent tho oorro- 
oponding orcdentiula. Tho plan miscarried 
as only Kioaraguo and Honduras csnsontod 
to it, and President Diaz refused to recoivo 
Dolon as joint representative.

of Politics.

London, Doo. 20 -Dr. Bilfour, of Edin- 
burgh, unole of the novelist Stevenson, Bays 
his relatives do not boliovo that ha la dead, 
but that Mrs. Stevenson, whom Dr. Balfour 
had treated for aneurism of tho brain in 
Scotland, may have died. 

The coronation of tho Czar will take place 
April G. 

Le Journal, of Paris, prints tho text of tho 
allogod Anglo-Italian ugreomant in regard to 
the Soudan and Morocco by which Italy is to 
ocoupy Khartoum and support England in 
occupation of Egypt. Italy will also tako 
possession of Morocco with tho exception of 
Tangier, whioh is to be a British peases- 
alon. 

Ex-Promior Giolitti, of Italy, the loader 
of tho last attack upon Criapi, has arrived 
in Berlin. Ho is reported to have exclaimed 
as he left the station: "I bog ovorybody 
not to mention politics ; I do not desiro to 
seo the newspapers, Dalian or German." 

The latest development in tho municipal 
socialism for whioh Glasgow is fast bocom- 
ing famous occurred to-duy in the breaking 
of ground for a "family homo" to bo 
erected by the city improvement trust, an 
outgrowth of tho city council, for tho 
Bhelter of poor widows and widowers with 
young families. Tho homo will bo con- 
structed on tho latest and most improved 
system of model lodging houses. It will 
contain a number of common halls for cook- 
ing, dining and gonoral purposes, and two 
hundred living rooms, one of which will be 
reserved exclusively for each family. 

The Canadian treaty has passed tho 
French senato. At to day's sitting of tho 
chambor of deputies tho newly olootod pres- 
ident, M. Brisson, delivered his inaugural 
address, which was well rocoived. He said 
the progress made by the ropublio was duo 
in a great moasuro to the liberty of discus- 
sion. 

A Massowah dispatch says Mijor Tosolli, 
commanding tho Italian foroos, attacked 
the Abyssinian chief RatagoB and his fol- 
lowers at Salai on the 18th and 19:h and 
defeated him. Ratagos' loss in killed and 
wounded wsb heavy. Tosolli's loss was ton 
killed and twenty. two wounded. 

The town of Orivizi, Hungary, was partly 
wrecked by a violent earthquake last ovou- 
ing. A number of people wero injured. 

The Vatican exhibits on board the Detroit 
will be forwarded to Rome by rail from 
NapleB. 

Captain Wiggins, the Arctia orplorer, 
and his party, who were lost to the world 
for several weeks last fall, arrived ab Arch- 
angel on December 13. Five porsonB had 
been severely frost bitten and are in tho 
hoBpital. All the forty men Buffered great 
hardships daring their overland journey of 
thirty- two days from Chabalova to 
Pestozerck. 

The Daily NewB learns from Berlin that 
at the Emperor's request Count Schouvaloff, 
the Russian ambassador, may not be trans- 
ferred to the governorship of Russian- 
Poland. 

Tho Standard's Vionna correspondent 
giveB more positive form to the long preva- 
lent rumors of Premier Dr. Wekerlea inten- 
tion to resign. Herr Wekerle has con- 
ferred with Banffy, Tiezea and ex-Miniater 
Szsll, one of whom ho will propose as his 
successor. He is apparently riding for a 
fall and his resignation iB likely to be ac- 
cepted. The crisis, howevor, will be purely 
ministerial. 

In the Belgian chambers it has been an- 
nounced that tho government will propose a 
moderate duty on foreign Hour and tho free 
admission of cereals. 

The earthquake Wednesday evening in 
Hungary was felt in many districts outside 
Hungary. Temeavar was shakon Bevoroly 
and moat of the inhabitants wore too much 
frightened to go to bed. No deaths had 
been reported at ten o'clock this evening. 
Tho details are meagre. 

The steamship MajeBtio whioh touched at 
Quoenstown yesterday carriod 1,672 bags of 
mail. This is claimed to be the heaviest 
mail over carried from England to America.

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BRITAIN AND THE COLONIES- 

The " Daily Nowb " on the Kilstlnpr Connec- 
tion and How It May IlcBt He 
Strengthened. 

London, Dec. 20. — The Daily News has 
a loader on tho relations of England to her 
colonies. After discussing Canadian affairs 
at some length the writer soys : " We havo 
not a colonial party liko that ol tho French 
and Germans, because there ia no anti- 
colonial parly. It is very romarkablo that 
although the autonomous colonies unhesi- 
tatingly havo used their commercial freo- 
dom against tho Mother Country.no reaont- 
ment whatever ia expressed hero. Young 
nations must loam wisdom from experi- 
ence ; protection never in tho long run suc- 
ceeds, and freo trade novor in tho long run 
fails. Sentiment is the real link botwoen 
tho colonies and England. The Liborals 
under Mr. Laurior, as under Mr. Blako, aro 
equally loyal with ConBorvativos, and aro 
anxious for a pruo'ical method of further 
uniting the empire and qulckoniug and 
cheapening communication botwoen London 
and tho now world. Tho tolegraph has done 
wonders, but stoamships havo not done 
nearly all thoy can."

The Overcrowding of the North Ward 
Scuoul Again a Subject of Seri- 
ous Consideration. 

Value or Otherwise of Gymnasium 
Instruction— Those Promotion Ex- 
amination Papers. 



Tho overcrowding of tho North Ward 
aohool and how boat to relieve the conges- 
tion received attention at a special meeting 
of the aohool boird held yesterday afternoon, 
with all the trustees proBenb and Chairman 
Charles Hayward presiding. There were 
also other mutters of business introduced 
and the session was a long and interesting 
one. 

Mr. A. M. Muir, tho arohiteot, was pres- 
ent by invitation and prouontod a plan in 
connection with the rearrangement of tho 
closets of tho North Ward tchool. The 
Bpecial committee to whom this mutter had 
been referred recommended that Mr Muir'a 
suggestion*] bo acted upou, and Mr. Muir be- 
ing requested to explain his design bri. fly 
did so. Ha was of the decided opiuion that 
tho plan suggest) d would bo found to pro- 
duce satisfactory results. Tho inward draft 
system of ventilation wue proposed — i com- 
bination of the principles of the Sniead-Dowd 
system. After some little discussion and a 
further explanation of Ilia plan by Mr. Muir, 
tho report of the committee was adopted 
and the architect waa requested to advertise 
for tenders as *toon aa possible. 

A resolution in the direction of relieving 
the congestion of the North Ward Bcnool 
was next presented for consul. r»tion by 
Trusteed Merchant and Glover, by whon 
notice had boon clven some time ago. Tho 
resolution was to tho following itfsct : 

" That the Rook liiy aohool bo re op?ned 
with two toachore, at the boginning cf the 
new term, under tho superintendence of the 
principal of the North Ward tchool ; (2) 
that u teacher at a salary of §00 per month 
b appointed for this tchool in addition lo 
the monitor already employed at the Norlh 
Ward achool ; (.'t) that a j mitor bo appointed 
at a monthly salary of §12.50 ; and (4) that 
the supply ommittee bo authorized to pro 
vide tho necessary requirements for this 
school." 

Tbustke Saunders opposed tho ro open 
ing cf the school ua proposed, at all events 
during the present hard times. Ho thought 
that hy weeding out and refusing to receive 
pupils under tho aohool age, aud by making 
some re arrangement of the ichooi district 
bouniariea, tho difficulty complained of 
would be mot. 

Chairman Hayward shared the opinion 
expressed by Trustee Saundors. Takiug it 
for granted that all the ohildren attending 
school woro of tho required age and striking 
a general average, there were but -1-1 child- 
ren for each teacher. This was not too 
much. If one achool had too many pupils 
and another oould take more, tho only 
thing to bo dono waa to equalize the attend- 
ance lie did not think this would be 
found bo very difficult of accomplishment. 
In tho Etetern cities 55 and GO pupils to 
eanh teacher wero not considered too many; 
Victoria with an average of 4i should not 
complain. The board should give careful 
thought to the matter before burdoning the 
city with an additional expense of §1, 000 
j er annum. 

Trustees M archant and Glover did not 
think that more than half-a-dozen ohildren 
under sc hool age were at present in attend- 
ance. They considered the solution of the 
difficulty proposed by tho Chairman, while 
all right in theory, impossible of application. 
It would not do, thoy hold, to compel little 
tot3 to walk a milo or two to and from 
school and this was juat what tho proposed 
rearrangement of the school distriot 
boundariea would mean. 

Numerous other itiggeationa were put for- 
ward, and tho debate eventually terminated 
with the tabling of the original resolution 
and the adoption of ono put forward by 
Trustees SaundorB and Glover, that 

'• Whereaa the Norlh Ward school, as to 
the lower classes, is at present ovorcrowded, 
and wheroas it appears from the summary 
of the monthly reporta that there ia plenty 
of room for all pupils attending tho schools 
of the city taken as an aggregate : 

" Therefore, be it resolved thut tho 
equalization of tho attendance at the differ 
ent classes of the Central, North Ward 
and Spring Ridgo schools be referred to tho 
principals of thoao Bohoola to report to tho 
board at a meeting to bo held on Friday 
evening, Decemhor 28, tholr attendance at 
that mooting also being desired." 

Gymnastic Instructor John St. Clair, 
whose three mon ha 1 torm of probation h*. a 
just expire!, reported through tho gym- 
nasium committee as follows : 

" Although I worked every day from tho 
s'art it was nearly a month before I got 
down to tho preaont admirable routino, ow- 
ing to the fact that I had to suit tho con- 
venience of the teachers. It waa aomo time 
bo!ore gymnasium classes were running as 
tho mats were not on hand at the start. 
Tim mats have now been furnished and aro 
particularly ;;ood Sinco then I have dono 
my beat for the children under my cue act- 
ing on the following principle — tho artificial 
life of civilization which they lead haa ono 
great, disadvantage which ia that although 
tho best of the children may novo strong 
»rm» and legn they are almost all weak in 
the loina and bj.ck. I quote from authority 
and my own experience, I am not yot able 
to siy whether I havo been nuceeosful, but 
I can honestly say l!ia': tho children have 
improved somewhat. I notice it myself and 
many people have been kind enough to men- 
tion it. 1 firmly believe that everything In 
u general wny depends upon this point. 
The boys have had military drill in addi- 
tion and aro quito as smart as ono can ex- 
pect boyo to D»— especially Mr. Sallawoy'a 
olssa. Tho girla took walking exereise and 
carry themselves fuirly well, but havo not 
improved much in that lino yot. In tho 
gymnasium I havo not drilled severely, con- 
tenting with balancing aud climbing— two 
rather good things to pract ico. I hrwo en- 
couraged freedom of aotlon, climbing und 
wrestling, as irksome restraint spoils tho 
benefit oi gymnasium work. So it docs, 
and I claim that a child gota more bonefit 
out of 'short spoils' of attractive woik 
than all tho fancy artistic sot drills ever 
given. 

" Ono point. I wish to oall your at- 
tention to is tho physique of tho 
older girla. It is appalling. I nover 
before saw such weak girla. They havo 
boon neglected badly and now havo not suf- 
ficient atrength of will to practice and get 
into good health, Gymnasium work is not 
compulsory, and tho big girla who neod it 
most, I am 3orry to say, shirk it. Still 
thoro aro many of tho elder girls who have 
excellent phyaiquea, * * * Others aro 
trying to improve and will yot Buccoed. 
Tho little girls of to-day, if not noglcoted as 
thoir older sisters havo boon, will bo finer 
women. I waa oflorod prizes for gymnasium 
work— a locknt for tho girla and a watch 
for tho boya— but I came to tho conclusion 
that twelve montha honco would bo time 
enough for prizo-giving In that lino. They 



wero offered by my personal friends bo I did 
not notify you. I havo received every as- 
sistance that they could give from principals 
aud teaohora ; I havo bean much impressed 
with tho kinily disposition of tho children ; 
and in cono union I will say that I have been 
well sa'iufied with my surroundings during 
my term of probation." 

This report waa ordered placed on file and 
the board proceeded to tho consideration of 
the retention or dismissal of Mr. St. Clair, 
for whose services a portion of the hoard 
think there is at present no necoBsity. 

Trustee Lewis, who had given notice of 
a motion in thia regard, said that in hia 
opinion tho Pemborton gymnaaium was the 
greatest nuiBance evor foisted upon the city 
of Viotoria. Henoeforth no nuoh gifts 
should bo accepted unless thoy were accom- 
panted with a sufficient endowment to bo 
solf-maintaining. The city was now saddled 
with a gymnaatlc instructor, for whose 
salary ho for one did not think the public 
funds should be devoted. It waa the icope 
of tho publio Bchools to givo a good liberal 
education, not to provide gymnastic train- 
ing that did often more harm than good. 
Ho obj. cted to the frittering away of publio 
funds on Buch useless departments ; the 
money should ho expended strictly for edu- 
cktional purposea. Tho soonor tho trustees 
put their foot down ou this '■' gymnasium 
tomfoolory " the better for tho city. 

Trustee Saunders was not ready to 
deny that gymnastic instruction waa a use- 
ful and necessary featuro of school routine. 
He wanted to sco the young childrou grow 
up into Btrong and healty men and women, 
with active bodies aud minds. At present 
ho did not care to discuss Mr. St. Clair's 
work and its results, aa it had not yot had a 
fair trial. He moved that Mr. St. Clair 
be retained at hia pn sent salary for an addi- 
tional six montha. At the expiration of 
thut poriod tho resulta of hia work would be 
muro in evidenco and the board could moro 
intelligently consider I ho valuo or other- 
wise of hia inatructiou. 

Trustee Makcuant did not think that it 
wai tho object of education to touch children 
how to play. Ho propoaod, however, to 
loavo tho matter over for further considera- 
tion until tho ntxt meeting of tho board. 
This fuggeatiou was agreed to and tho dis- 
cussion ended thero. 

The Secretary was, on suggestion of the 
Chairman, authorized to ask the principals 
of tho city schools for copiea of tho promo- 
tion examination papers. G'horo had, Mr. 
Hayward explained, been great complaint 
thia year that the papers were much too 
hard for the scholars required to writo 
them. In some caaoa tho quoHtiona were 
ulmply ridiculouB, and it would be woll for 
tho board to look into the matter very care- 
fully. The board then adjourned after 
passing a few accounts.

To the Editor : — There ia no bettor 
way of estimating the refinement and cult 
ure of a people than by an observance of 
the tasto and care displayed in the adorn 
ment of their homes by meanB of beautiful 
and taBtefully kept gardons. Viotoria's 
lovely enviornmenta havo been a theme of 
ondlees praiBe by euthusiaatio touriBta. 
Many American visitora express surprise, 
thounh, at the vogue hore of hiding lawns 
and flowera behind ugly fences and fortress- 
like walls, and attempt to account for it by 
aaying that it ia the more expression of the 
austere exolusiveness inoidont to English 
oharaoter. However, thero ia another ex- 
planation. To the crying shame of Vic- 
toria thero eeems to exist a contempt for the 
rights of private proporty aa f*r aa gardens 
are concerned. Tho Buburba aro infested 
with numberless vandals and thieves, who 
invade gardens, dig up plants, and disfigure 
hedges and ornamental shrubs by ruthlessly 
breaking off branches and limbi. It would 
be idlo for taxpayers in the sub- 
urbs to ask for police protection, 
and tho only remedy, though a somewhat 
costly ono, is to construct unsightly board 
fences bristling with Bpikoa und barbed 
wire, and keeping on hand a picked guard 
of armed men. 

At tho present timo thesi petty, despic- 
able croaturoa, who cm find pleaaure in 
taking proporty not their own, are making 
periodical raid on holly hedges. Some 
of theBo hodges show ugly gape, which it 
will take years to fill up. It ia most annoy- 
ing and discouraging to anyono who has ex- 
pended timo and money in the growing of a 
symmetrical hedgo, to have it torn to pieces. 

During this festal aeason humanity 
la popularly supposed to develop 
its moit generous traita. How lowly 
tho being, though, who can extract 
pleasure in feasting his eyes on a table gar- 
nished with pilfered holly ! Whatjcontempt 
would the recipient — aome far away friend 
perhaps— feel, if, when opening tho small 
package of ruby glistening sprays, thero 
should bo a suggistion that tho gift had 
been obtained in an unworthy manner. 

It is to bo hoped that, in tho fair name of 
the community, one of theao pllfererB will 
bo brounht to justice and a severe penalty 
imposed, as a detriment to othor thieves 
who skulk around in the dark and prey up- 
on their neighbors' belongings.

CREAMERIES. 

It ia to bo hoped that the matter of estab- 
lishing creameries in British Columbia will 
not bo lost Bight of. The progress mads by 
the dairying industry in the other provisoes 
of the Dominion should stimulate British 
Columbiana to follow their example. We 
think wo are within the mark when we aay 
that four years ago thero was not a single 
srenmery in Prince Edward Island. The 
butter made in the province was inferior 
»nd could not oommand a high price abroad, 
and tho farmers did not make cheese 
enough for home consumption. To-day there 
are eighteen cheeso factories and creamerieB 
in the province ; many tons of oheese wero 
exported from it this fall, and tho butter 
manufactured at the creameries cannot bo 
surpassed. 

Tho growth of the dairy industry in On- 
tario and Quoboo has been phenomenal. 
Thore are many who remember when cheese 
was not recognizsd as an export from Can- 
ada. Last year cheese to the value of §13,- 
407,470 was exported from the Dominion, 
and $1,206,814 worth of butter waa 
sent out of the country. The im- 
portance of the dairy industry may 
be realized when it is known that the 
voluo of the export of tho produota of the 
mine In 1893 was 55.328,835; of the fisheries 
$8,743,050; of tho forest $5,592,893; of horned 
eattlo $7,745,083; of whoat $7,060,033. The 
cheese and buttor industry of Canada has 
grown to be worth as much to the country 
aa the fisheries and tho timbor trado put to- 
gethor. And tiiia trado ia tho growth of a 
very faw years. 

In the United Statos the farmers have 
lucomo alive to the importance of taking 
advantage of tho dairying capabilities of 
their country. Tivo hundred crcamerios, wo 
are informed, wero eatabliBhod in tho Stato 
of New York alono in six years. In Ne- 
braska at the present time they aro boing 
established at tho rato of ono a week, and in 
othor States the industry is making wonder- 
ful progress. 

Thare aro parts of British Columbia which 
possess peculiar facilities for tho establish- 
ment of dairies. Tho Pioil ia good and tho 
olimato ia favorable. Thero ia no long win 
tor in this Province as thoro is in the Eastern 
p'irtB of tho Dominion in whioh eattlo must 
bo housed and fed. The winter ia mild 
and thoro Is pasture for tho eattlo during 
tho greater part of the yoar. Our farmers 
and stook-raiaora ought to place themselves 
in a position to mako the most of those ad 
vantages. The Dominion Government is no 
doubt ready to givo thorn the aamo en 
couragemcnt and asaiatanco as it has 
given tho farmers of tho Eastern 
provinces. But they should bo up 
and doing. It is nocesaary for them to 
show a disposition to help thomBolvos before 
they can expeoc to receive help from any 
Government. Every one is orying out that 
it is a shame that this Province, with ita rioh 
agricultural rcaources and with ita vast 
area of grazing lands, should bo undor 
tho nooeBaity of importing largo quantities 
of butter and cheese every yoar. Wo be- 
lieve that tho men who endeavor to tako 
this reproach from this Provinoo will get 
all the help from tho community and tho 
Provincial Government that thoy oan rea- 
sonably expeot. Bub thoy must go to work 
»nd Bhow that they are in earnest. 



EXAMINATION PAPERS. 

Mr. G. H. Seelig bub in a mild and 
moderate manner directed attention to a 
matter about wbioh a great deal has been 
aaid in the city by old and young during 
the last few days. Tho complaint is that 
some of the ChriatmaH promotion papers, 
particularly tho arithmetic papors, are muoh 
too difficult, and that Bomo of the questions 
aro puzzling ones oalculated rather to 
bewilder and diaoourago the children than 
to teat their progress during the term jaot 
ended. - An examination of some of the pa- 
pers has convinced us that thero aro good 
grounda for tho complaint. Tho examiner 
ueems to have forgotten that what appoara 
to him simple and easy ia to tho great major- 
ity of chillrenbu wilder ingly, complicated and 
dreadfully abstruBO. Wo oan easily imagine 
the consternation of tho boy of nine yoais 
of ago when ho read the following question 
in hiB mental arithmetic paper : 

"Two mon, A and B, are 200 miles apart. 
Thoy walk towards oacli other — A, fiveaud a 
half miles an hour and B, four and a half 
miloB an hour. How far from A's starting 
point will they rnoet V 

We have no hesitation in saying that thero 
aro very many bright boyB and girlB of more 
than nine years of uge who could not possibly 
work out that problem. It would be as 
reasonable to ask thorn to writo a poem or 
paint a portrait aa to require thorn to find 
its Bolution. They do not possess tho 
natural aptitude for arithmetic that would 
onablo them to boo through tho complications 
of the question. It would be aa fair to 
rulo a lad out of a walking match 
because in a ono hundred yards 
courBo ho was not ablo to turn two 
or threo somersaults as to pluck a boy or 
girl of twelve years old or ao beoauso ho or 
she was unable to work out in a mental 
arithmetic paper two or throo Buch prob 
lems aa tho ono wo havo quoted from the 
montal arithmetic paper of tho Fourth 
Division. 

The object of the examinations is, bb we 
tako it, to find out tho progress which tho 
pupils have made in their studies during 
the term. lb ia but reasonable to ex 
pect that such questions should be 
asked aB a child of ordinary ability 
who had been fairly industriouB 
with hie mind undisturbed, might bo reason 
ably expectod to answer oorreotly. The 
work done during the torm should be known 
to tho examiner und duo allowance should 
bo made for tho ago of tho pupils of the 
division and for the stage of mental develop- 
ment at whioh they had arrived. The ex- 
aminer ahould keep ateadily in view tho 
capacity of the children, and he should bo 
careful not to disturb or disoonoert them by 
giving them questions of unusual difficulty. 
Some of the arithmetic papers are, wo von- 
ture to aay, regarded by the unfortunato 
pupils as Inatruments of torture, and we 
have no doubt that bitter tears wore shed 
over them by the disheartened children. 

A skilful examiner oan frame his questions 
so as to test tho progress made by tho 
childron and find out whother or not they 
have been carefully and intelligently taught 
without alarming them by propounding ques- 
tions whose very appearance is calculated to 
appal them. 

After all, these complicated arithmetical 
puzzles aro of very little praotioal use to tho 
pupil. Attempting their aolution may be a 
useful exercise and a pleasant reoreation for 
advanced pupils while in school, but when 
their Bchool days are over they find 
that tho quoationa considered ao im- 
portant by teachers are hardly over 
thought of by practical men. The simple 
rules, addition, subtraction, multiplication 
and division, are in constant use in business. 
Accuracy and rapidity in simple calculations 
aro what business men prize, and these are 
what appear to be despised in the schools. It ia 
unfortunato that teachera in tho matter of 
arithmetic appear to havo ono standard of 
excellence and business men quite another 
and a different standard. 

This matter of examination papers ia 
likely to be protty fully discussed, and we 
hope that the result of the diicussion will 
be to have tho papors sot in tho future 
rather with tho view of testing tho progress 
of the pupils than of displaying tho ability 
and the attainments of tho examinor. 



representation In the Cabinet are impartially 
slderod, it will be admitted that they are 
as Btrong aa those of any other Province of 
the Dominion and, aa we have already 
hinted, there are peculiar reasons why this 
Provinoe should be treated, not only justly, 
but liberally in this regard. It is 
to be hoped thut tho representatives of 
British Columbia in Parliament, and ita 
pooplo and Press outsido parliament, will 
not coaBO to pitas ita claims to a Beat in tho 
Cabinot. It is, we aro fully convinced, its 
right, and tho authorities in Ottawa ahould 
ba brought to see that ir, ought nob to be 
much longer withheld.

BRITISH COLUMBIA'S RIGHT. 

British Columbiana who havo waited and 
watched for tho rcault of tho cabinot making 
in Ottawa, naiurally wondor why it is that 
in the reorganization of tho Govornment 
British Columbia haa been overlooked. This 
proviuca has strong claims to representation 
in tho Cabinot. It is a large contributor to 
tho gonoral revenue. In this rospect ib ia 
very nearly tho equal of either Nova Scotia 
or New Brunswick, which aro considered, 
as a matter of course, ontitlod to a largo re- 
presentation in tho Cabinot. 

This Provinoo boing at a groat diatanco 
from tho capital is apt to bo nogleotod if 
thero ia no ono thero to remind tho Govern- 
ment of ita oxiatonoo. It may bo said, and 
porhapa it ia aaid, that its population ia not 
sufhoioutly largo to ontitlo it to representa- 
tion in the Cabinot, bub Prince Edward 
iBland, wIiobo population ia very liltlo 
greator than that of British Columbia, and 
is beaides almoat stationary, has its claims 
recognized. From a revenue point of viow 
ono British Colombian is equal to four or 
five Princo Edward Ialandors ; and, bosldos, 
tho population of thia Province la rapidly 
inoroaaing. Ib inoroaaed in the period bo- 
tweon 1881 and 1891 98 49 per aonb., while 
that of Princo Edward Island incroased only 
a small fraction of ono por cent. 'Tho indi- 
cations aro that in tho oourso of tho noxt 
few yoara tho population of thia Province 
will inorouBe in a still groator ratio, Ib la 
pretty certain that whon tho next census ia 
takon tho population of Brltiah Columbia 
will bo at tho least throo times as great as 
that of tho Ialand Provinoe. Wo aro qulto 
fluro that, whon tho claims ot thia Province to

Mr. Sword's motion for a. roturn Bhowlng 
balance" dim on lands was agreed to after 
Hon. Mr I'urutr hud ixplained that the 
torms of the morion were not quite in ac- 
cordance with the etulement in tho budgot. 
and Mr. SworJ agreed to acoopt a roturn in 
acoordanoe with that statement. 

In answer to Mr. Semlin, Hon. Col. 
Baker said tho amount paid for government 
bookbinding Binco July 1st has been 
§1,520 30. 

Mr. Williams, as a matter of privilege, 
called attention to an orror in the Colonist 
report of his apoeoh of yesterday, by which 
ho was made to Bay that tho oxpendituro 
for civil government waa 11 cents per head 
in British Columbia and §2 32 in Ontario— 
the figures having been transposed bb evi- 
dent from the oonteit. 

THE UODGET. 

Ma.ior MtrTTBR resumed his remarks on 
the motion for committee of supply. Ho 
took up the challenge implied in thojrerrmrk 
of on« of tho spoakers of tho opposition that 
none of the government's supporters had 
much to say in their defence, and he do- 
dared that he had no hesitation in Btating 
hiB belief that the government are worthy of 
praise fiir tho way In whioh they have man- 
aged the affairs cf tho province throughout 
tho general financial crisis. He disagreed 
from the critioium made with respect to i>l 
lowing travelling exponses to publio offi- 
cials, and asked if it is not tho practice of 
every business house in the province. 

Mr Kennedy asked leave to explain that 
in hiB remarks he did not intond to object to 
travelling exponBes being allowed, but 
merely otij^ctcd to tho plan of fixed allow- 
ances instead cf making the officials hund 
in statements of expenses. 

Ma.ior MUTTER thought that even that 
will he found uoc to be required by many 
business bouses, who are satisfied witn 
allowing a fixed amount per day as is done 
by the govern merit. Ho did not wi»li to 
deal at length with tho financial allairs, 
which ho would leave to members who had 
been longer in the house, but he did wish to 
speak at some length on a nulvj-ct of great 
importance to the financial welfare of the 
country — the agricultural industry. (Hour, 
lipar ) He showed tho advantage that 
might be erpeoted to reBult from the estab- 
lishment) of travelling dairies and cream- 
eries, which he thought might well bo as- 
sisted by both tho Dominion and Provincial 
governments. He had good reason to think 
that our government are quite well die 
posed towards giving such assistance, hut bo- 
fore doing so they must be assured of the 
support of the houso. He therefore at keel 
every member, without regard to political 
considerations, to assist in encouraging this 
valuable new departure He thought that 
one form of assistance which ought to well 
meet the case would bo a tyatom of bonuses 
of tho product of the creameries for a few 
yeara — on a sliding scale diminishing year 
by year. Ho advocated the extension of 
tho Bcope of tho board of horticulture or> 
that it might embrace agrioulturo also, and 
held that a board of this character would be 
found of the greatest advantago in connec 
tion, for instance, with auoh a matter as the 
spread of tuberculosis among herds of c*ttle 
auch as haB been brought to attention in 
this province latoly. He dwelt upon the 
serious nature of thla disease, which has 
been pit-inly shown to be communicable by 
animals to man and by man to uuimels, and 
while advocating the immediate des' ruction 
of every infectod animal ho thought that 
Borne measure of compensation thould h 
made to tho stock owner. Uo read from a 
letter received from Mr. G. Pontland, the 
chief inspector of stock in tho colony of 
Victoria (Australia), giving Interesting par- 
ticulars of bow they had dealt with tuber 
culosis in cattle there, containing these pas 
aagea amongst otherB : 

" Melbourne, Nov. 14th, 1894. 

"Major J. if. Mutter. M. P. P., Som 
enosdale, Somtnon, British Columbia : 

" Sir : — In reply to your letter of the 
l.'ith Ojtcber last I have tho honor to en 
close to you copies of our ' Stock diseases 
act ' and regulations thereunder ; also a 
copy of the report of the board appointed to 
enquire into tuberculosis in cittlo. 

" As regards the diseaneB in st( ck in one 
schedule of our regulations, I may state tha 
we have eradicated ioib from our flocks 
nearly twenty yoars ago under tho regula- 
tions at page 15. which wtro very eff-jctive 
in dealing with this disease. 

" Pleuro-pneumonia in cattlo has been 
suppressed, or I might say almost eradi 
cated, by means of inoculation — stockown- 
ers voluntarily inoculating their oattlo them 
selves when cu breaks of tho disease occur 
red. From our regulations you will observe 
that when disease is found or reported to 
the inspectors of stock affected herds aro 
placed m quarantine and tho anima's thow 
lug dixeaiH destroyed. Tho suspected ones 
r.re isolated and tho remainder of the held 
inoculated in duo course. Wo have not had 
to resort to tho wholesale slaughter of herds 
as has been dono in England and therefore 
no compensation huB been paid to owners of 
diseased Etock. You will further notice 
that the policy of our stock act is to destroy 
diseased animals — animals of u worthless 
chari o or and liablo to spread disease, and 
for such animals no compensation is givon 
These two diseases, then, aoab in aheap hov 
iog been thoroughly eradicated and pleuro 
pneumonia practically so, an immense sav 
ing has been effected to the Btookownera of 
this colony, estimated at tho lowcut I believe 
at a quarter of a million sterling annually 

" Tne only other disease that our govern 
moot has had to contend with is tuber 
culoBis in cattle, and the sime principle is 
adopted with respect to it us in the ciso of 
tho two diseases above montionod. Tho 
principle is that cattlo allowing symptoms 
of tuboiculosls aro destroyed without com- 
pensation. . . . 

"As rrgiuds tho tubeicalin of Krch aa a 
teat for discovering tho early symptoms of 
tuberculosis it. haH never yet been tried in 
this colony, and its value as n reliable test 
is still, I understand, an open question. . . 

"Oar Stall consists of practical men — 
stookowners originally, or Btockownors' 
Bone — men who have hud practical experi- 
ence in diseases in stock and can detect at u 
gloncn tho diseases we deal with. They aru 
accuHtomed to tho bush and to muster and 
handle c Utlo running looso in mobs, as you 
muat have soon when you wrro in Rlvorina, 
and are ihereforo hotter ad.ipted for the 
purpciu of stamping out diseases t hau voter 
inary surgeons whose business for the moBt 
part in thoso coloniis in confined to horses. 

" I shall bo most happy to hour from you 
at any time and to givo you any furthor 
information should you require it in regard 
to any action tho government of British 
Columbia may have in vlow In tho suppres- 
sion of disousea in livo Btock. This colony 
was tho first of any country in tho world to 
deal with tuborculoaia in oattlo, a board of 
exports having boon appointed, aa you will 
boo from tho roport herowith, who recom- 
mondod that this diseaBis should bo placed 
on tho achodulo of contnglous disoascs." , , 

A board of agrloulture Buch as ho sug. 
joatod, Mrjor Mutter continued, would bo 



well qualified to deal wilh diseases in she»p 
and in other »u inula as well as in cattlo. 
Ho hoped that steps would be taken to per- 
il ir, ol ihe appointment of mombera tf the 
legislature, if thought desirable, oa em h a 
board, the difiiou it y now in tho way of this 
heing that a member of tho legislature 
oould not acocpt reimbursement tor his 
ceoissary travelling expenses while noting 
on the boai<l. He thought that If tha house 
would gi'0 the gnvornment tho power to 
establish and carry on a board of agricul- 
ture, tho rotulb to that important industry 
would bo most encouraging, and that when 
agriculture Is marie to flourish other indus- 
tries in the provincowill flourish also. (Ap 
plauso.) 

Mr Graham wished to deal with some ol 
the rcmurhs uf the Chief Commissioner of 
Linds and Works, and at tha outsot admit- 
ted that ho was the member mentioned 
by that hon. gentleman as having nude 
an application for an expenditure 
of $51,000 for his district. Ho ia 
willing, and ho thought every member of 
the opposition ia of tho Bamo opinion, to see 
money expended liberally upon roads, streets 
and bridges, notwithstanding the stringency 
of the tlmos. Ho apoko of his peraoDul ex- 
perience of Hon. Mr. Martin In connection 
with the atfairsof tholandsandworksdepart 
moot, and congratulated that hon. gentle 
man upon his appointment, complimenting 
him at) tho same tirno upon tho disposition 
ho showed to gi vo fair consideration to ap 
plications brought bofore him. Ho.disputed 
ilio statement that tho elootors of his con- 
stituency hud been it lluencod by tho soc- 
tional cry raised when the Island waa found 
bo bavo relumed a solid delegation support- 
ing tho guvi rnnient, and held that, on the 
other hand tinny who ochorwiso would have 
voted for him declared that it would be 
folly to return an opposition member after 
the government had been timtalned. Ho 
disagreed from the contention of the pre- 
vious tpeaher with reapeoc to the meat of 
tuberculous cattlo liting unfit for human 
food, for lift suid that in Germany 
and elee.wheio such meat Ib freely 
used without upparent injurious result. Ho 
proceeded to deal with (inunoiul utfairo as 
outlined in tho Budget, and argued in con- 
troversion oi the deiluotiono thero presented. 
Ho doalt at Borne length with tho Shuswap 
& OkanagMi railway, pointing out the very 
low proportion of the rate on through freight 
which tho G. P R. allots to that roud, and 
with respect to tho manner in which tho 8. 
ft O. enterprise had bteu aided by tho gov- 
ernment he reud an extract ho had copied 
from the confidential correspondence in tho 
treasury department, from the financial 
agents in London, in which it is said that 
" both market and country will ba influ- 
enced by tho history of such under akinga 
aa the Shuswap & Okanngun ruilway." He 
concluded by roading a composition in Scrip- 
tural language, amidst hilurious laughter on 
tho part of the opposition, accompanied by 
thumps upen thtir desks when tho humor 
most nearly approached blasphemy. 

Mr Ada.ms thouoht from tho tone of (ho 
composition just rtad to the house that there 
was about it a good deal of tho reverend 
politician bo often heard of in company with 
tha opposition. He did not doubt but 
that it had boon dictated by that 
revorend gentlemen. While not protending 
to he & financial authority himself, he could 
see the weakness of the calculations of the 
hon. membor for East Lillooet. He had no 
doubt, but that that gentleman ii paving his 
way to be a Lord of tho Treasury 
(laughter) when his friends gut into power, 
but he should be moro careful in laying his 
foundations. Ho rallied tho opposition on 
tho poor showing they have boon ab'o to 
mako in their criticism oi tho government, 
especially as they had made a united en- 
deavor in caucus evory night last wool*. 
(Laughter.) He commended tho govern- 
ment for the firm po'loy they have shown, 
and if ho had any fault to find it would be 
that thry have not been quito liberal 
enough in their expenditures for improve- 
ments throughout the country. 

Cait. Irvinu in an interesting speech, 
frequently Bpplaudod, showed tho absurdity 
of the opposition comparison of the ex 
penditurcs in Ontario, with a population if 
over two millions and a well settled torrl 
tory, with those ot British Columbia, with 
its immense area and less than a hundred 
thousand of population. (Applause) With 
respect to the constant talk of the repre- 
sentatives from Vancouver about govern- 
ment assistance for a dry-dock there, ho 
would refer them to the <x»mplo set by 
Bsquimalt, where a marino slip built 
by private enterprise in tliu neighborhood 
of the dry-dock tukes the greater part of tho 
business, and can moro economically anel 
satisfactorily handle any merchant ships 
coming here except the Einpreeses. Ho put 
in a strong plea for more attention to Gas- 
liar in the matter of government expendi- 
tures for roads. 

Mr Fokster contrasted the calculations 
and predictions of the Finance Minister In 
his budget speochca of former yoars with 
the actual results, and ventured tho sb- 
Beriion that tho Minister's expectations for 
the coming year, expreBFed the other day, 
will prove «qoally wide of tho mark. Ho 
declared the government policy to ha ono of 
extravagance, though he would not say that 
the expenditure as a wholo has been too 
lurge, but rather that tho public hua not had 
tho proper benefit for the money which has 
been expended Ho charged tho government 
with securing their return by unlimited 
promistBof whatever tho particular local- 
ities desired— he would not say that theeo 
things wero actually promised, fiir it was 
only tho " regulur Premier I) iviu promise," 
which amidst much laughter ho illr.strated 
by iin amusing anecdote. Ho accused the 
government of making use of tho road bosses 
to mnnipulatu tho oloctionB, instoud of de- 
pending upon tho discussion of public policy. 
Ho dunned for the opposition members ihe 
sole credit for defending tho rights of tho 
cities in the legislature agiinsc the efforts of 
the applicants ior special privileges. He 
claimed for them tho credit also of having 
the wild land tax imposed. He ui eased tho 
Attorney General of n«gloct of duty in 
not having the Chilliwuck ballot box 
affair Investigated, and held that 
in consequence " tho numo of Premier 
Davie will go down in hictory as tho man 
who did his beat to dtfilo the ballot box in 
British Columbia." All that the oppoBi 
tion want, ho concludod, is good govern- 
ment for tho province, and they are ready 
to give full support to any good proposition 
from the government side. 

Mr ROGERS wished to refer to a few 
matters in particular— first of all the oleo- 
tion in Cariboo. Ho assorted that tho op- 
poiition had ample time to canvass that die 
I riot and hid made tho must active use of 
it, with a personally strong candidate, yot 
tho result was that with threo government 
candidates running for tho two seats the 
opposition still could not secure ono. Ho 
thought the minors of Cariboo aro quite 
willing to pay the $l> tax which tho oppo- 
sition had cbjootod to, particularly as thero 
aro so many Chinese in tho country, who 
oannot be taxod differently from tho 
whites, Ho emphasized tho necessity for a 
railway into Cariboo, whioh now has to pay 
the almost prohibitory freight of $120 u ton 
on i.U tho goods brought in thero. Ho 
thought oxpendituro in this direction would 
como back to tho government tenfold, Tho 
policy of tho administration had, in hia 
oplnloB, very properly been to advance this 



young country, and thoy aro not to bi 
blamed for going into debt so lorg aa the 
expenditures are judicious, with no 
greater mistakes than individual oa - 
uot avoiei making at tunes. He 
would not favor bemusing tho dairy 
iuduatry, but thought that the gov- 
ernment ahonld rather hiro a dairying ox- 
port to travol through the country and in- 
struct tho farmera. Ho favored oxpendi- 
turo in Irrigation, but not until tbo railway 
work which be fully expected to see has 
boon gone on with in that country, as thero 
ia sufficient available land without irrigation 
to supply the proaent wants of the niinea. 
The policy of the oppoaition, he had come 
to tho oouoluaion, ia to diaolmrgo half of tho 
officials and starve the rest of them. (Hear, 
hear > and applause.) 

Dr. Walkeii eloquently described the 
desperate t (Tons of tne opposition in the 
oampaign which led up to tholr complete 
rout in the recent general elootlona. He 
charged Mr. Forator with having scoured hie 
nomination fur Nanalmo at the previoua 
election by hoodwinking tho minora in their 
convention, and with botraying thsin by 
joining the opposition without any endoraa- 
tion by tho olootora aftor having boon sent 
to tho houso as an independent. He dwelt 
upon tho Bcotional criea ao largely used by 
the oppoaition on the Mainland, and 
also described at length their taotios 
in ondeavortng to uvoid tho threatened 
loadorBhip of tho junior member for Van- 
couver. Ho humorously critioisod tho ma- 
terial of tho seventeen planks of tho opposi- 
tion convention, especially plank 7, " lll»t 
candidates shall have no qualification other 
than that of oleotore," which ho considered 
iH plainly illustrated by tho calibre of tho 
opposition. Ho cloverly dealt with tho 
financial ca'culationa of the 'prentice hand 
who hua succeeded in deposing tho junior 
member for Vancouver from the position 
whioh after tho leadership of his pirty ho 
mout coveted— that of tholr financial critic 
He thought, however, that tho official critic 
on tho othor side had found hia tuBk ruthir 
beyond hiB capooity, which sooma better 
Buited to deal with suoh a proposi- 
tion aa, " If a horring and a half bo 
worth throo ha'pence, what are I 
dozen worth » " (Great laughter and ap 
plauso ) That, however, iB evidently not 
the opinion of tho gontloman himself, who 
seeks to give un impression of sum an ex- 
tent of knowledge that one cannot fail to bo 
reminded of thu couplet : 
" And still thov gnzod and still tho wondorgrcw, 
That ono small head could carry all no know. 
(Great laughter.) Dealing with tho serious- 
ly increasing expenditure for educational 
purposes, he felt that in tho near future the 
government will havo to adopt some new 
policy, perhaps to sot aside a quantity of 
lundB for aohool purpoaes aa they do 
in Manitoba. While tho opposi 
tion have been proclaiming themselves, as 
hourd in the house to-day, as the champions 
of tho righta of tho oitioa against the claims 
of would bo monopolists, ho would oull 
attention to the fact that ono of their chief 
lioutonantB, Dr. Milne, is at this very 
moment a petitioner to tho houso against 
allowing the corporation of Vancouver to in- 
terfere with a monopoly in which he ia in- 
teroated. (Hear, hear.) He critloiscd the 
attitudo of the oppoBition in contenting 
themaelvea with finding fault with the 
policy of the government, but Buggosting 
nothing In Bubatitutiou, for it ia easy, ho 
aaid, to take an axe and smash a cabinet to 
pieces, but a difficult mattor to build 
another one up. He would like to know 
why thev are afraid to mention their policy. 

Mr. Williams— llecauBe the government 
would steal It. (Great laughter. ) 

Hon. Mr Davie— Would it do any 
harm if tho government gave the public tho 
advantage of your idea6? (Hear, hear.) 

Dr. Walkem continuing said South Na- 
nalmo is now for tho first time roeoiving 
something like Its duo in tho way of public 
expondlturo (opposition laughter), but he 
did not hold that the government has been 
altogothor to blamo. He considered that 
the reason waa that tho diatriot haa hereto- 
fore been misrepresented by members who 
did not know how to present its wanta. Ho 
had no heaitation in saying, however, that 
he oonaldered tho government would be to a 
large extent justified in not favoring con- 
atituenoleB declaring no confidenco in them 
— in fact if he wero in powor he would be 
Inclined to administer punishment in some 
of tho worat of thoaecaBcs. (Groat laughter 
by tho oppoaition ) Ho conoluded amldat 
applause by expressing confidence in the 
general policy outlined in the budgot, 

The Speaker asked "Aro you ready 
for tho question ? " and this being thrice ro- 
poatod without response, ho pressed the 
button which by sotting tho division bolls 
ringing shut off further debate. The mo- 
tion being put waa agreed to without divi- 
sion. B'doro leaving tho chair the Speaker 
mentioned that thia boing a now houso it 
would devolve upon tho committee to select 
u chairman. 

Hon. Mr Davie theroupon moved that 
Mr. Kberts bn chairman of tho committee of 
supply. Tho motion was put by Hon. Mr. 
Martin, und it having been unanimously 
agreed to Mr. Eberta took tho chair. 

Tho fits; resolution, granting §129, 540 for 
publio debt — interest, wasproposod by Hon. 
Mr. Turner und carried without remark, 
tho Finance Minister thon (5:45 p m ) sug- 
gesting that tho Ghairmun " eeo G o'clock." 

Tho Chairman was about to do so, when 
someoneqtiestioned the regularity of the pro- 
cedure, holding that tho Speaker should do- 
claro the intended roooBS. Tho Speaker 
boing called in for udvice tho Chairman do- 
clured " I was ubout to bco (j o'clock by re- 
quest " " I shouldn't like tu disagree with 
you," roturned tho Speukor, and thorefo r c 
I say it is ti o'clock," and aa tho Seryoant-at- 
Arms hastily restoied the temporarily for- 
gotten maoo to tho presiding i llicar's desk 
tho houso took rocoBs.

THE FIFTH MINISTER. 

On tho item of 54,000 for a Minister of 
Education and Immigration (an ollico com- 
bined with another portfolio sinco the death 
of tho Hon. John Robsou), Mr. Semlin 
uoked for sonio explanation as to why this 
vote is taken your after year when tho cilice 
is not requirod aa shown by tho faot that it 
is not filled. 

Hon. Mr. Davik replied that it is not ex- 
peotod that thero ulwuvs will bo a state of 
depression such aa that prevailing to-day ; 
in fact ho had evory reason to beliovo that 
this atato of things will ceaso to exiat boforo 
tho time covered by thoao estimates ia up. 
Another ministor will oortuinly bo a doBir- 
ability when tho oiroumatancoa of tho oouu. 
try requiro it. Somo comparisons have boon 
mado with Ontario in the matter of the cost 
of civil govornmont, and without going into 
tho mattor at length ho wiahed to point out 
that apart from the contrast in terri- 
tory and population tho oirouinBtanooa 
uro vory different indeod. Tho amount 
quoted as tho cost of civil govornmont in thia 
province covers thu aulurioa of oflioiala in all 
parts of tho provinoo— not merely of tho 



Btaff at Viotoria, whoreaa in Ontario the 
amount voted for civil government aalariea 
is almost altogether for the staff ot Toronto, 
who are vety liberally treatod indeed. The 
hon. gentlemen opposite eeom to forgeo that 
in Ontario there are an immense number oE 
urban and rural municipalities, each admin- 
istering the afDlra of it b particular 
district, and thus dividing up tho 
coat of aervicos whioh In British 
Columbia are pel formed at tho oharge 
of the provincial government. i. r et at the 
soab of government in Onterio thoy have a 
vory lareo staff, oompared with which the 
staff at Viotoria ia simply nothing- In view 
of tho faot that it ia intended to establish a 
bureau of minea, and the rxpeoted develop- 
ment in that lino of industry, lb would na- 
turally follow that the several offices now 
combined under one minister will again have 
to be divided, for it ia not to be supposed 
that one man can always combine all these 
departments. The one thing certain ja that 
the government will not (ill the office 
If the position of the country docs 
not justify it, and aa he bad said before he 
fully believed that suoh a condition will bo 
found to exiat before the vote now proposed 
to bo taken will lapse. 

Tne vote of §1,800 for a crown attorney 
was made the toxt for roviving the dis- 
cussion on tho Chilliwack ballot box affair, 
carried on in such a fashion aa to loud Dr. 
Walkem to describe Mr. Kitchen nB " chow- 
ingthorBg." Mr. Williams finally moved 
to strike out tho itom, but htu motion was 
loBt on division. 

TUBERCDLOSIS If CATTLE- 

TI e voto of $2,400 for inspectors of on 
tagious diaeuf.es in animals brought a ques- 
tion from Mr. Semlin as to what tho gov- 
ernment intend to do in tbo matter of 
compensating owners of animals killed. 

Hon. Mr. Davik suid thj 8 was ono of 
Boveral matters ho had intended to refer to 
in the budget debate if that had not been 
cut short unt xpeotodly by tho tactics of tho 
oppoaition in putting forward the little fish 
to speak first und reserving thoir grout gun 
until all tho members of tho govornment 
should he beard from. Thia mutter of com- 
pensation is ono which restB with the Do- 
minion government under tho contugious 
disouaos act, und if tho Province takes it up 
tho rosult may bo that it will B imply be left 
with us by tho Dominion. Last 
sossion atrong pressuro wus brought 
to boar on the Dominion govornmont to 
havo them inoludo tuborculoaia in tho ache- 
dule of discuses for which compensation 
may bo tnido to tho ownera of cattlo des- 
troyed. This your another attempt will be 
mado by nearly every province in tho same 
direction. With respect to the caaee devel- 
oped in Victoria lately, tho government 
wore askrd to givo compensation for animals 
which it was propoBed to kill, but had re- 
plied that now thero ia no provision of the 
law by which thia can be done, and thut a 
ohango in the law < f tho Province oannt t 
well bo made, for tho react n above given 
that ahould tho Provinco onco assume 
tho responeibility the Dominion might be 
diBpoaed to leave it with ub. They had told 
the applicants that this government will do 
tho best possiblo with tho Dominion author- 
ities, and that they will have an examina- 
tion made into the condition and value of 
evory animal killed, so that any compensa- 
tirn to bo allowed could be awarded at the 
proper time. If tho cattle turnod out to bo 
diseased tho province would uasiat the 
efforts to obtain compensation as above in- 
dicated ; if on the othc- bond any of those 
killed turned out to be freo from disease the 
provincial govornment undortook to pay the 
full amount of their value. This eminently 
fair offer — whioh included also compensa- 
tion for the timo spent in quarantine — 
was first of all agroed to ; but later 
the gentleman who owned the anirnalB re- 
coded from tho agreement and they have 
not yet been killed.

Mr. Semlin moved to striko out tho 
vote of §1,800 for tho provincial librarian 
and aecretary to tho Premier, but after 
Hon. Mr. Davio had explained the advan- 
tago of having auch an ofEoer the motion 
waa lost. 

Mr. Semlin furthor opposed tho passage 
of the item, and Mr. Williams thon mado a 
complaint against the librarian that an 
article belittling tho opposition and bearing 
the signature ot " H. U. GobooII " had ap 
poured in a Wiunipeg paper. Ho non- 
aidered it highly Improper for a Borvant of 
tho legialaturo to have taken thia part in 
political offairs. Hon. Mr. Davie explained 
that the article in question originally up- 
peured in the Canudian Mugs/.lne ut Toronto, 
unel when attention was culled to it tho 
Provincial Secretary immediately wrote an 
official lotter to Mr. Gosnoll raking an ex- 
planation. Tho anawer Bhowod that tho 
articlo was not Mr. Gosnell's at all, ft nd his 
connection with It woa merely that — 
wdthout considering tho uuturo of its con- 
tonta— he hud forwarded tho manu- 
script to tho editor of the magazino 
with a letter introducing tho writer, u 
gentleman of Vancouver. By some mis- 
understanding Mr. Gosnell's name waa at- 
tujhed to tho articlo by the oditor. After 
somo further criticism the item passed.

The High and Central Schools Will 
Have Their Turn To- 
day. 

The holidays are here at last and conno- 
quontly the average boy and girl ia happy.

For the 
binefit of fond paronta and rolativea the 
youngsters interspersed the moro Bolid fxhl 
bitions of arithmetic, grammar andj ot e- 
studiea with eongs and recitationa. The 
small boy with hia face radiant with blushes 
and aoap polish was there in all his glory. 
Ue made hia little bow and said hia little 
Bpoech while tho Bmall girl piped up all 
about the flowers, birds and Happy Christ- 
mas time — all for tho purpoeo of ploasing 
the visitora. TeaohorB asked quoations and 
the answers of the ohlldren were promptand 
accurate. On tho wholo tho exhibition of 
youthful learning and accomplishments was 
excellent and gained general approval in tho 
remarks made by tho visitora. 

At Spring Ridgo there waa a regular pro- 
gramme. First Principal Muir put tho 
children through a short examination in 
arithmetic, then Heronico Scowcroft recit- 
ed " The Lost Babe," little Vonua Maur- 
mann and Marion Holdcroft eang " Tho 
Lost Doll," and Ellen Ohlaon roolted "Tired 
of Must Not." Grammar came next and 
when Trustoo Marchant was asked if ho 
would like to take a band he shook hia 
head sadly and acknowledged that the 
children know more than ho did on that 
score. Recitationa " Tell us a Tale," Eva 
Mathews ; " Planting Wheat," Mary Mao 
donald ; und a duet " Merry Christmas," 
by Bertnico and Winnie Saoworoft, ended 
the children's part of tho programme. The 
promotion lists woro then read and prizoa 
presented, and Inspector Burns gave tho 
children aome words of good advico on mak 
ing the best of their opportunitiea. Trustee 
Marchant made a fow happy remarka on tho 
same lines and then Principal Muir diamie 
aod the pupila after wiBbing them a Merry 
ChristmaB and a Happy New Year. 

At South Park achool there were no for 
mal exerciBoa. The visitora were ahown the 
ordinary eohool work juBt aa it went on 
every day.

FRANCE IN AFIilCA. 

A French Dispatch Iiout Tukon Into Forbid- 
den Waters— Complications 
May Ensue. 

London, Doo. 20 — Lo Figaro, of Paris, 
printed to day a dispatch that Liout, do 
Ooult recently took the French dlspatoh 
boat Ardenb into a forbiddon rivor of tho 
Nigor country and ran her into a mud bank.

MOKE ATROCITIES. 

Horror Upon Horror Committed Under the 
Auspices of the Unspeakable Turk. 

BERLIN, Deo 20 —The Cologno Gazette 
published a lotter from Armenia telling of 
frosh horrors thero, including twenty-threo 
villagea laid in ashes, eleven other villages 
pillaged and forty priestB massaored. 

The letter says that tho Turkish garri- 
sons at Krzoroum, IraBa, Van, Tigran- 
ooerta, Babortand Moosh, altogether about 
60,000, wero sent against the Armenians. 
Tho commandora of theso troopa announced 
to tho inhobilants of the villages : " Wo 
are ordered to put you to the sword for 
openly defying tho government." Tho at- 
tack began cn Auguat 18. Tho Turks were 
ropulaed in the first instance. Tho massacre 
began September 5 

ThoBO Armenians who submittod uncon- 
ditionally wero bound to stakes and their 
limbs cut off with saws. In other cases the 
victims wero disemboweled and their 
eyes gotiRod out. Childrou wero 
thrown into burning oil, and wo- 
men wero tortured and burned to 
death. Tho troops plundered and burned 
tho churches. Among those who foil vic- 
tims to tho savagery of tho Boldiere were 
forty priests, who wero brutally massacred. 

Tho British conml at Erzsroum was pre- 
vented from going to tho acone of tho crimes 
on the ground that it waB not safe for any 
Armenian, ho boing an Armenian, to ap- 
proaoh tho plaoos where trouble had oc- 
curred. This did not doter him from mak- 
ing an attomptto learn the truth, but, as he 
was tryirg to approach ono of the devastat- 
ed villages he was arrested. 

The Daily Chnntclo's correspondent in 
Rime sayB thtb Azaran, Catholic patriarch 
of Constantinople, has sent a report to tho 
Pope confirming tho statements as to tha 
Armenian mapsaons Very few of the 
victims wero Catholics. 



PATRIOTIC BURNS. 

The "Standard'' Banters the Labor Leader 
on His Latest Development of 
Loyalty. 

London, Dec. 20. — Tho Standard to- 
morrow will print a leader bantering the 
United States and John BurnB. " Evi- 
dently Mr. Burns is drifting towards 
patriotism," aaya tho writer. " As for his 
exhortations to working men not to resort 
to violenco wo hope tho Chicago leaders will 
not send a commission to England to ascer- 
tain how his methods worked in tho strikea 
which ho inspired and patroninsd." 

AUSTRIAN POLITICS. 

Premier Wekerle Discusses His Retirement 
With the Emperor. 

Vienna, Dec. 20. — Premier Dr. Wekerle 
had an audionco with tho Emporor this 
afternoon and diacuseed Mb retiroinont from 
olfico. His official resignation was not 
placed in tho Emporor's hands, but it lacks 
only tho form. It will bo given within a 
fow days. D. Senffy, president ol the Hun- 
garian chamber of deputies, is likoly to suo- 
coed him. Ho is nominally a Conservative, 
but has strong Liboral tondoncios. 

ANTICIPATING RIOTS- 

Italian Government Continuing to Concen- 
trate Troops In Koine. 

ROME, Doc. 20. — Tho concentration nf 
troops which bogan in tho ovonlng of tho 
prorogation of parliament haa beon con- 
tinued without cessation. A somi official 
statement Bays that tho movement is mado 
only in the ordinary courao of military dis- 
position to keep tho garrison oomploto. Tho 
opposition editors and deputies ridiculo tho 
explanations and insist that tho govornmout 
is preparing for riots. 



NEWFOUNDLAND FINANCES- 

No Important Developments— The Cnso of the 
Commercial Hank to Go Before 
tho Courts. 

St. Johns, Nlld., Dec. 20. — There havo 
been no important developments in the 
financial situation to-day. Tho legislature 
haa adjourned nntil Monday to receive tho 
report of tho committee on bankB ond con- 
sider its recommendations. Tho depositors 
d note holdora of tho Commercial bank 
object to tho efforts of tho shareholders 
o wind up tho affairs of the 
onoern.

EUOENE KELLY. 

Notes of tho Career of the Well Kuown Irish 
Banker of New York. 

Nkw York, Deo. 20.— Eugene Kelly, the 
banker, who died yesterday, was born in 
Trillick, County Tyrone, Ireland, in 1S08. 
Ho came to this country at the age of 20, 
landing in New York with only S3 in his 
pocket. Ho began aa clork in the dry goods 
firm of Donnelly Bros. Horo ho roso rap- 
idly until tho dissolution of tho firm. He 
next tried gold mining iu 18-10, and after- 
ward started tho San Francisco bank- 
ing houso of Donohue, Kelly & 
RalBton. Ha moved hia - business to New 
York during tho lato war, and lost large 
suma on Southern loans. Mr. Kolly was 
noted for quiot philanthropy, and gave 
largo sums to charity. His interest in 
home rule and his gift of 820,000 to tho 
Irish parliamentary fund aro well known, 
as ia hia honorary appointment of "Camo- 
rier de Capo ot d'Kpoo" in thn Pope'a 
houBohold. At tho ago cf SO Mr. Kelly re- 
tired from active businoas. Hia eatate b 
estimated at being worth from §10,000,000 
to*S15,000,000.
